(have  already  said  that  the  settlements 
hereabouts  are  of  some  years’  standing ;  yet 
yon  can  get  into  the  wilderness  without  much 
difficulty.  A  party  has  just  returned  from 
a  three-days’  trouting,  bringing  some  hun¬ 
dreds  of  the  speckled  denizens  of  the  brook 
of  a  large  average  size,  the  sight  of  which 
•tirs  all  the  piscatorially  inclined  to  be  ofif 
after  the  like.  Not  so  fast.  Some  fish  have 
been  obtained,  but  with  such  an  amount  of 
vork  as  makes  them  a  costly  acquisition  af¬ 
ter  all.  The  party  started  with  a  team,  car¬ 
rying  an  ice-box  for  storage  ;  and  after  a 
ride  of  ten  miles,  had  a  tramp  of  fifteen 
miles  through  such  woods  as  trout-brooks 
-rffiect ;  camping  out  two  nights,  aud  fighting 
such  cohorts  of  mosquitoes  as  dwell  only  in 
high  latitudes.  In  addition,  the  woods  were 
full  of  yellow  wasps,  seeking  to  sting  intru¬ 
ders.  Nor  is  that  all ;  the  bears  visited  their 
Aents  by  night  in  search  of  common  com- 
forta  Now  all  this  good  company  is  well 
-enough  if  you  like  it,  and  I  advise  you  to 
go  if  you  wish  to. 

But  I  am  content  to  stay  here  by  Lake 
Couchiching,  and  row  my  boat  over  its  pla¬ 
cid  waters,  and  look  down  into  its  depths, 
end  gaze  dreamily  at  its  islands,  set  here  and 
there  like  enameled  buttons  on  its  bosom, 
^ore  beautiful  lakes  than  this  Canadian 
string,  by  whatever  names  they  go,  do  not 
exist  The  foliage  of  these  high  latitudes  is 
as  rich  and  glossy  as  foliage  ever  is,  and 
there  is  just  that  mingling  of  settlement  and 
forest  by  which  one  sets  off  the  other, 
wander  away  into  the  woods  when  I  have 
had  enough  of  the  water,  for  of  all  sensuous 
delights  on  this  earth  solitude  in  the  wild 
woods  is  the  richest.  Is  there  any  music 
below  like  the  singing  of  the  wind  through 
the  pine  tops  ?

I  lie  here  at  the  base  of  this  pine,  on  its 
lounge  of  dry  haves,  as  the  mingled  light 
and  shade  plays  about  me,  and  hear  the  mu- 
aic  and  drink  the  fragrance.  There  is 
black  squirrel  in  that  oak  tree,  I  knew  he 
was  there  twenty  minutes  before  I  saw  him 
for  he  was  throwing  down  the  acorns — the 
wasteful  rogue — and  shaking  the  boughs 
away  in  the  top  under  the  sky,  and  now  he 
is  jumping  about  from  limb  to  limb  in  search 
of  new  pickings.

I  spoke  of  Rev.  Mr.  Grey  and  his  church. 

It  is  his  communion  Sabbath,  and  a  com¬ 
munion  in  the  Scotch  Church  is  like  a  Pass- 
over  in  the  Jewish.  They  do  not  dismiss  it 
with  a  single  brief  service,  as  our  Puritans 
did  and  do.  They  make  a  time  of  it ;  greater 
or  less  to  be  sure,  as  innovation  has  made 
progress.  There  is  a  settlement  of  High¬ 
landers  above  here,  to  whom  Mr.  Grey  ad¬ 
ministers  in  this  service.  They  keep  a  man 
preaching  day  and  night,  for  a  whole  week. 
He  has  to  give  them  ten  distinct  sermons. 
To  make  the  thing  really  right  to  them  they 
want  two  preachers,  one  to  speak  in  English 
and  one  in  Gaelic.  In  the  cities,  especially 
.along  the  border,  much  of  the  old  ceremony 
is  dismissed,  and  the  practices  are  not  re¬ 
markably  different  from  ours.  The  minis¬ 
try,  I  gather,  would  be  glad  generally  to 
Amplify  everywhere,  but  the  elders  stick  for 
the  old  customs,  and  not  the  elders  only 
The  Scotch  Church,  you  know,  has  the 
grandest  array  of  godly  old  ladies,  and  Iket/ 
are  for  the  old  ways.  “  I  like  an  organ  well 
enough,”  said  one  to  me,  “  but  I  do  not 
want  it  in  the  auld  kirk,  it  confuses  me, 

Here  in  Brother  Grey’s  church  the  com¬ 
munion  is  simpler  than  with  the  Highland¬ 
ers,  but  has  not  reached  the  city  practice. 
To  assist  him  in  it  he  has  Rev.  Mr.  Gregg  of 
the  “  Cooke  church,”  in  Toronto.  The  ser¬ 
vices  commence  on  the  Friday  previous, 
with  a  service  as  on  the  Sabbath,  at  eleven 
o’clock,  when  the  “  tokens  ”  are  distributed 
to  the  communicants,  and  then  a  service  in 
the  evening.  This  latter  service  was  desig¬ 
nated  to  me  ns  a  “  prayer-meeting,”  but  I 
suspect  it  was  in  deference  to  my  Yankee 
ideas ;  for  with  themselves  they  call  it  £ 

“  fellowship  meeting,”  as  they  do  all  meet 
ings  of  the  kind.  Nor  can  I  learn  that  the 
prayer-meeting,  as  with  us,  is  known  in  the 
Scotch  Church  ;  though  possibly  it  is  along 
the  border,  or  even  elsewhere,  by  late  inno 
vation.  In  these  fellowship  meetings  only 
the  ministers  aud  elders  take  any  part,  other 
than  in  singing.  The  elders  offer  prayer, 
but  I  do  not  learn  that  they  do  any  talking. 
At  all  events  they  did  not  here,  though  it 
fnay  have  been  that  three  ministers  were 
present  to  do  that  service.  I  think  that  lay 
talking— or  teaching,  as  they  would  perhaps 
call  it — is  not  common,  if  known. 

The  communion  service  is  in  connection 
with,  the  morning  worship,  as  is  common 
with  us.  The  elders  and  clergy  w  ere  assem 
bled  in  the  session-room,  adjacent  to  the 
church,  where  the  elements  were  prepared 
and  kept,  instead  of  being  put  upon  the 
table  before  the  congregation.  Then  the 
preacher  is  enrobed  writh  his  gown  and 
bands,  and  all  march  out  in  procession  to 
the  congregation  ;  the  elders  and  unofficial 
lug  ministers  sitting  in  chairs  in  a  body

It  consisted 
in  reading,  first,  the  Ten  Commandments, 
then  Paul’s  Catalogue  of  Sins,  and  then  the 
injunctions  to  self-examination,  and  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  suitable  exhortation  by  the  minis¬ 
ter.  It  is  designed  to  keep  away  the  unwor¬ 
thy.  After  this,  during  singing,  the  elders,

CATTARAUGUS  MISSION 
Among  the  Seneca  Indians. 

Editors  Evangelist:  It  was  my  privilege, 
on  a  recent  Sabbath,  to  be  present  at  a  com¬ 
munion  season  at  this  Mission  station,  under 
the  care  of  the  American  Board.  The  church 
is  located  on  the  Cattaraugus  Reservation, 
in  this  State,  eight  or  ten  miles  east  of  Lake 
Erie,  is  commodions,  accommodating  250  to 
300,  painted  white,  with  green  blinds,  and 
resembles  a  comfortable  New  England  meet¬ 
ing-house,  and  on  this  occasion  was  filled 
with  an  attentive  audience,  well  dressed,  and 
of  all  ages,  from  the  infant  to  the  Indian  of 


This  was  a  matter  qmte  { four  score.  The  singing  was  conducted  by 


as  the  fencing  ;  nor 
the  services  were,  as  I  supposed,  pretty  much 
over  ;  when  the  set  of  communicants  par¬ 
taking  were  asked  to  vacate  their  seats,  and 
others  to  take  their  places.  This  was  done, 
and  nearly  the  same  services  were  repeated 
with  them.  I  confess  I  could  see  no  neces¬ 
sity  in  the  case.  There  was  next  to  nobody 
in  the  house  except  the  communicants ;  not¬ 
withstanding  the  Pastor’s  advice  to  all  the 
congregation  to  remain. 

It  seemed  to  me,  as  the  pastor  confessed, 

_  relic  of  the  olden  time,  no  longer  demand¬ 
ed,  if  it  ever  was ;  and  he  had  long  desired 
to  abolish  it ;  but  the  elders  stuck  to  it ; 
and  so  he  was  “  all  things  to  all  men.”  The 
whole  service  was  three  hours  in  length  ; 
one  which,  in  a  Yankee  congregation,  would 
be  thought  long.  But  the  fact  is,  it  was  de¬ 
signed,  in  the  old  institution  of  it,  in  the 
Scotch  Church,  to  make  it  long.  The  peo¬ 
ple  preferred  to  be  together  in  the  house  of 
God,  especially  in  these  solemn  services,  to 
being  anywhere  else.  Modem  Society  sup¬ 
plies  more  mental  nutriment  than  the  days 
of  old  did,  and  there  is  perhaps  a  less  de¬ 
mand  for  the  spiritual  sustenance.  At  all 
events  we  are  grown  impatient  of  protract' 
ed  services.  And  the  Scotch  ministry,  so 
far  as  I  can  judge,  agree  with  us  in  sub¬ 
stance.  It  may  excite  a  smile  in  some  quar 
ters  when  I  say.  that  I  was  a  little  surpris¬ 
ed,  on  going  into  the  Pastor’s  library,  to 
find%the  iaentical  books  which  fill  our 
own  ministerial  shelves,  over  here  ;  and  to 
-find  that  the  same  helps  are  most  in  vogue 
as  with  us,  Alford,  Lange,  Bengel,  and  the 
ubiquitous  Barnes  looked  as  familiar  as  at 
home.  Nor  was  the  honest  old  “  compre 
hensive  ”  wanting  ;  no,  nor  Kitto,  Smith, 
Ellicott,  and  the  rest  of  them,  I  only  miss 
ed  one,  Owen— the  New  York  one  I  mean- 
on  the  Gospels. 

In  the  evening  I  heard  Mr.  Gregg  of  To¬ 
ronto.  If  he  were  on  our  side,  and  in  t 
big  church,  we  should  D.D.  him 
Over  faer^Be  jy.Bs  are  not  so  plenty  ;  but 
there  Uejfthink  more  of  their  A.Ms.  We 
do  not  Ctopt  anything  till  we  get  to  the  Ds. 
But  they  say  here.  Rev.  Mr.  So-and-So, 

.M.,  and  why  not  ?  If  it  is  Rev.  Peter 
Sublime,  D.D.,  whynotRev.  Timothy  Climb- 
up,  A.M.  ? 

All  the  sermons  I  hear  this  side  are  large 
ly  expository.  This  is  as  true  when  a  sin¬ 
gle  verse  is  used  as  the  text,  as  when  a  long 
passage  is  employed.  The  sermou  is  more 
fully  theological  too,  as  well  as  Biblical,  than 
some  at  least  of  our  Yankee  preaching,  and 
as  I  have  already  observed,  the  people  use 
their  Bibles  in  the  church.  Would  it  hurt 
us  any  to  be  imitators  of  them  in  some  of 
these  things  ? 

Now  do  not  think  that  in  detailing  the 
sernces  of  the  communion,  it  is  in  the  spir¬ 
it  of  criticism.  But  if  it  is  as  interesting  to 
others  to  read  of  it  as  to  this  correspondent 
to  participate  in  it — yet  which  I  do  not  ex¬ 
pect— well,  let  the  rest  of  the  sentence  go, 
But  it  is  a  great  joy  to  find  that  the  Gospel 
has  not  only  penetrated  these  distant  com 
munities,  in  a  region  but  little  known  I  pre 
sume,  to  most  of  your  readers,  but  that  it 
has  moulded  them  and  is  exerting  its  power 
here  to  a  full  salvation,  now  and  onward, 
have  met  here  six  of  these  Scotch  and 
Scotch-Irish  ministers  ;  and  the  recollec 
tion  of  it,  and  especially  of  that  part  of  it 
belonging  to  my  acquaintanceship  with  the 
Pastor’s  excellent  household,  will  be  a  joy 
forever.  Peace  be  with  them  that  love  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Other  Chu'-ches. 

As  to  numbers  the  Presbyterian  church  of 
Canada  has  101  ministers ;  and  is  through 
out  a  living,  working  body.  The  Old  Kirk 
has  forty  ministers  ;  but  not  a  tenth  of  the 
life  of  the  Canada  Church.  This  pastor  in 
forms  me  that  he  preaches  three  times  each 
Sabbath  ;  and  four  times  on  the  alternate 
What  salary  he  receives  I  do  not  know, 


In  Toronto,  where  there  are  seven  Canada 
Presbyterian  churches  and  one  Kirk,  the 
highest  salary  is  §2000  ;  equal  to  a  third 
more  on  our  side.  Others  receive  SISOO, 
and  so  down. 

The  Episcopal  Church,  I  am  told,  in  Cana 
da,  is  rather  losing  than  gaining.  It  is  said 
to  be — and  by  a  member  of  it— more  and 
more  formal  and  lifeless,  aud  the  people 
neglect  attendance  largely  upon  its  worship, 
The  Methodists,  and  perhaps  the  Baptists, 
on  the  other  hand — and  perhaps  also  the 
Congregationalists  —  are  growing.  The 
Presbyterian  Church  will  have  to  give  free¬ 
dom  in  the  matter  of  music  to  keep  its 
young  people.  I  judge  that  the  beginning 
of  relaxation  from  Rouse  has  already  been 
made.  I  have  a  book  of  Sabbath-school 
hymns  which  is  superior  to  such  as  we  use 
on  our  side  for  Sabbath-school  purposes  ; 
and  which  is  common  in  the  Sabbath-schools 
here.  And  I  forgot  to  say,  that  on  the  af¬ 
ternoon  of  the  Sabbath  already  spoken  of, 
the  children  were  called  together,  and  suf¬ 
fered  a  slight  infusion  of  Yankee  talk  ; 
which  did  not  seem  to  damage  them  any. 
And  a  brighter,  better  looking  set  of  chil¬ 
dren,  has  not  been  seen  by  this  correspond¬ 
ent  in  many  a  day — not  even  in  that  Lu- 


a  choir  of  their  own  iieople,  accompanied  by 
a  good  instrument,  and  was  really  excellent 
and  soul-inspiring. 

The  scene,  to  one  who  had  never  before 
w'orshipped  with  those  so  recently  from  the 
darkness  of  Paganism,  and  especially  in  the 
afternoon  when  we  were  seated  around 
our”  Lord’s  table,  was  of  no  ordinary  in¬ 
terest,  and  calculated  to  inspire  the  deepest 
emotion.  The  services  were  conducted  by 
Dr.  Asher  Wright,  so  long  the  faithful  and 
successful  missionary  at  that  station,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Hall  of  an  adjoining  Mission  ;  and 
somewhat  to  my  surprise,  were  mainly 
through  an  interpreter,  to  accommodate,  as 
I  was  advised  by  Dr.  Wright,  a  few  of  the 
oldest  members.  The  singing  was  in  Indian, 
but  the  prayers  were  in  English,  and  not  in¬ 
terpreted.  Dr.  Wright  then  asked  the  can¬ 
didates  to  come  forward— a  long  pause  en¬ 
sued — when  an  aged  Indian  woman  of  four 
score  years  was  seen  approaching  the  table 
and  took  her  seat,  to  engage  in  this  most  sol¬ 
emn  act. 

Dr.  Wright  read  slowly  and  distinctly  the 
Confession  of  Faith  and  Covenant  (the 
church-members  here  rising),  which  was  in¬ 
terpreted,  sentence  by  sentence,  by  an  Indi¬ 
an  brother,  one  of  the  interpreters  for  a  por 
tion  of  the  exercises  being  Marius  Pierce, 
an  Indian  and  graduate  of  Dartmouth  Col¬ 
lege.  The  aged  candidate  continued  sitting 
until  the  ordinance  of  Baptism  was  to  be  ad 
ministered,  when  she  arose.  The  same  ordi 
nance  had  previously,  during  this  service, 
been  administered  to  her  grandchild,  whose 
mother  on  her  death  bed,  not  a  professing 
Christian,  had  exhorted  her  household,  in¬ 
cluding  this  aged  grandmother,  to  forsake  Pa¬ 
ganism  and  “  come  out  on  the  Lord’s  side. 

No  one  who  has  not  witnessed  such  a 
scene  can  describe  the  new  emotions  which 
fill  the  Christian  heart,  as  one  who  has 
grown  gray  in  the  service  of  Paganism,  with¬ 
in  the  borders  qf  our  own  favored  Star^  comes 
forward  at  the  age4f  eighty  to  avo^h  the 
Lord  Jesus  to  be  her  Saviour.  Thus  while 
one  was  subscribing  with  her  own  right  band 
to  be  the  Lord’s,  the  infant  was  being  offer¬ 
ed  in  the  faith  of  the  believing  surviving 
parent.  I  understood  from  Dr.  Wright 
there  were  among  the  members  those  who 
were  warm-hearted  and  truly  devoted  Chris¬ 
tians,  and  who  long  and  labor  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  souls. 

Through  an  interpreter,  they  were  assured 
in  words  of  sympathy  and  encouragement 
of  the  interest  which  not  only  the  Board  had 
for  so  many  years  felt  in  their  temporal  and 
spiritual  welfare,  but  that  the  Christians  of 
other  portions  of  our  country  would  remem¬ 
ber  them  and  continue  to  pray  for  them  ; 
they  were  also  urged  even  in  their  peculiar 
circumstances,  to  greater  efforts  and  dili¬ 
gence  in  their  several  callings,  that  they 
might  be  prospered  and  have  the  means  of 
not  only  sustaining  themselves  comfortably, 
but  of  carrying  the  Gospel  to  others.  It 
was  too  ai>parent,  in  riding  through  their 
fine  country,  that  while  there  were  eviden¬ 
ces  of  thrift  and  good  “  husbandry,  a  large 
portion  of  their  rich  lands  are  a  waste  ;  the 
best  timber  had  been  cut  off,  this  being  ” 
eiisier  of  conversion  to  money  than  to  la¬ 
bor  for  the  fruits  of  the  soil.  Every  one  can 
have,  “without  money  and  without  price,” 
as  much  land  as  he  will  occupy  and  culti¬ 
vate.  Dr.  Wright  is  nobly  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Wright,  whose  labors  are  by  no  means  con¬ 
fined  to  the  spiritual  instruction  of  their 
charge,  but  whose  services  are  in  requisition 
at  home  or  in  any  part  of  the  Reservation, 
wherever  their  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual 
wants  require.  I'heir  presence  and  labors 
among  this  neglected  portion  of  our  inhabi¬ 
tants  seem  absolutely  necessary.  Their  re- 
w£ird  they  will  receive  hereafter. 

The  Asylum  for  Indian  Children. 

But  my  chief  object  in  writing  is  to  call 
attention  to  the  '‘Thomas  Asylum  for  or¬ 
phan  and  destitute  Indian  children,"  v:\nc\x  1 
found  here  established,  aud  which  is  not 
only  worthy  of,  but  greatly  needs  at  the 
present  moment  the  sympathy  and  material 
aid  of  the  friends  of  humanity,  and  e.special- 
ly  has  peculiar  claims  upon  our  own  citizens. 

Its  existence  is  probably  known  to  but 
few  at  a  distance  from  its  location.  The 
buildings  suitable  for  the  purpose  were 
erected  by  the  State  under  an  act  of  incorpo¬ 
ration,  passed  in  1855.  They  contain  about 
100  orphans  from  three  to  fifteen  years  old. 
The  Indian  Department  at  Washington  gave 
$500  and  the  Society  of  Friends  $100 
towards  their  finishing  and  furnishing. 
The  Department  continued  their  appropria¬ 
tion  for  several  years,  and  it  was  increased 
through  the  influence  of  Gov.  Fenton  (who 
represented  that  district — 31st — in  Congress), 
to  $1000.  The  “  Friends  ’’  have  also  aided 
more  or  less  yearly,  aud  the  American  Board 


expense  is  now  about  $110  per  annum,  and 
the  last  year  closed  with  a  heavy  debt. 

To  meet  this  and  provide  against  its  re¬ 
currence,  the  Legislature  were  asked  to 
make  an  appropriation  of  $100  per  child, 
for  any  number  not  exceeding  100  (which 
number  now  remains  in  the  Asylum),  but 
they  failed  to  raise  the  appropriation.  The 
previous  debt  is  accumulating,  and  to  add 
to  their  present  perplexities,  the  appropria¬ 
tion  from  the  Indian  Department  had  not 
been  received  as  late  as  Sept.  7th,  though 
promised  long  since.  The  cost  of  support¬ 
ing  the  establishment  is  greater  this  year 
than  ever,  and  it  is  now  indebted  for  provis¬ 
ions,  services  of  matron,  superintendent, 
&c.  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  are  im¬ 
peratively  needed  at  the  present  time.  Was 
the  institution  well  known  to  the  benevolent 
community,  friends  would  rally  for  its  wants, 
but  its  isolated  location  and  comparatively 
unknown  existence  separates  it  from  those 
who  can  aid  it. 

The  State  of  New  York  and  the  general 
Government  owe  it  as  a  sacred  duty  to  care 
for  these  Indians,  and  especially  should  they 
not  let  the  helpless  little  ones,  deprived  of 
parental  support,  suffer,  after  providing  a 
home  for  their  shelter.  Until  such  support 
is  furnished,  ns  it  ought  to  be  by  the  next 
Legislature,  help  must  be  extended  by  the 
benevolent  Christian  hand.  I  learn  from 
those  who  have  charge  (and  among  them  is 
Miss  Clark  of  Boston,  who  is  indefatigable 
in  her  labors,)  that  a  considerable  number 
of  the  orphans  have  been  hopefully  convert 
ed,  and  some  have  died  in  the  faith  of  the 
Gospel.  At  the  close  of  some  exercises  in 
their  chajoel,  I  was  greatly  interested,  as  well 
as  surprised,  to  hear  with  what  accuracy 
these  children  recited  large  portions  of 
Scripture  lessons,  aud  responded  to  ques 
tions  upon  various  subjects  from  their  teach 
ers.  Our  good  and  faithful  friends.  Dr. 
Wright  and  wife.  Miss  Clark,  and  others, 
should  not  be  left  to  carry  this  load  of  debt, 
while  they  are  doing  a  work  for  which  every 
citizen,  knowing  the  facts,  should  feel  re 
sponsible.

SYNOD  OF  OENEYA. 

The  Synod  held  its  annual  meeting  for 
1868  in  the  Presbyterian  church  of  Corning, 
N.  Y.,  a  beautiful  building  of  blue  stone,  in 
the  Romanesque  style  of  architecture.  It 
has  cost,  with  all  its  appointments,  nearly 
^40,000.  Its  arrangement  of  audience-room. 
Sabbath-school,  and  rooms  for  social  meet- 
ngs  is  excellent,  economizing  space,  making 
all  easily  accessible  and  convenient  to  each 
other.  The  organ,  by  Wm.  King,  of  Elmi 
ra,  is  a  splendid  instrument. 

The  Synod  was  opened  on  Tuesday  even 
ing.  Sept.  15th,  at  7)^  o’clock,  by  a  sermon 
from  Rev.  W.  K.  Platt,  from  the  text  “And 
behold  I  send  the  promise  of  the  Father  un 
to  you.”  Rev.  Horace  Eaton,  of  Palmyra, 
was  chosen  Moderator,  and  Rev.  Messrs, 
Chas.  E.  Stebbins  and  David  Magie  tempo 
rary  clerks. 

The  devotional  exercises  which  were  held 
for  an  hour  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
mornings  were  of  exceeding  great  interest. 
On  Wednesday  morning  the  venerable  Dr. 
William  Wisner,  now  in  his  87th  year,  pre¬ 
sided,  aud  gave  the  key-note,  which  was 
“Jesus  is  here."  The  prayer-meeting  on 
Thursday  morning  was  a  precious  season, 
the  Moderator  i)residing.  It  was  good  to  be 
there. 

An  intere.sting  aud  satisfactory  report  of 
the  condition  of  Elmira  Female  College  w£is 
presented  by  Rev.  Dr.  Cowles.  The  College 
has  just  lost  its  chief  benefactor  by  death, 
and  Synod  adopted  the  following,  which 
was  presented  by  Rev.  F.  S.  Howe: 

It  having  pleased  God,  in  his  holy  provi¬ 
dence,  to  remove  by  death  Simeon  Benjamin, 
a  brother  beloved  and  widely  known  in  the 
Church  as  an  active,  earnest,  benevolent  co¬ 
laborer  in  behalf  of  all  the  interests  of  the 
kingdom  of  Christ,  the  Synod  desire  to  make 
some  suitable  expression  of  their  sense  of 
the  loss  sustained  by  the  Church  at  large 
in  his  death,  and  of  their  grateful  remem¬ 
brance  of  his  Christian  life  and  labors.  As 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Au¬ 
burn  Theological  Seminary,  of  Hamilton 
College,  and  of  Elmira  Female  College,  and 
as  a  liberal  donor  to  this  last  institution, 
which  was  founded  by  his  early  efforts  and 
liberality,  his  death  will  make  a  vacant  place 
not  easily  filled,  and  which  will  be  deeply 
felt.  We  give  thanks  to  God  for  all  that 
our  brother  was  permitted  and  enabled  to 
do  for  the  interests  of  Christian  education, 
aud  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of 
Christ.  “  The  memory  of  the  just  is 
blessed.” 

“  Mobility  in  the  Pastoral  Office"  is  the 
title  of  an  essay  read  before  Synod  by  Rev- 
Dr.  Bell  of  Lyons.  It  was  held  that  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Removal  of  Pastors  from  one  field 
to  another,  would  jirove  a  remedy  for  the 
evils  which  afflict  unhappy  parishes.  Father 
Wisner  in  an  able  speech  in  opposition  to 
this  plan  for  overturning  the  Presbyterian 
system,  iflaiuly  evinced  that  his  natural 
force  was  unabated.  That  there  were  evils 
incident  to  the  pastoral  relation  he  admitted, 
aud  he  had  noticed  that  there  is  also  too  of¬ 
ten  a  want  of  harmony  in  families  between 
husband  and  wife,  but  it  had  never  occur 
red  to  him  that  the  proper  remedy  for  this 


problem.  If  mothers  will  prayerfully  train 
their  children  for  the  first  seven  years,  they 
will  grow  up  devotedly  pious,  and  be  ready 
to  work  as  occasion  offers.  Genius  and  tal¬ 
ent  may  be  developed  wonderfully  by  an 
earnest,  intelligent  Christian  mother.  Men¬ 
tal  and  moral  growth  depend  mainly  upon 
the  influences  and  instruction  of  the  early' 
childhood.  Maternal  piety  is  th&-hope  of 
the  world.  The  children  shonj|!f  be  edneat- 
...  .  .  .  .  ,  ed  to  be  ministers.  Business  ought  to  be 

oI  lh«  vme.,not  m  .Iself  t„,  He  j  the  exception,  .nd  nol  th.  rule.  The  .orld- 

following  reasons  :  f  - 

1.  The  grape  is  God’s  gift,  and-  is  good 
for  food.  2.  The  blood  of  the  giape  is  a 
wholesome,  nutritive  drink.  3.  The  Scrip¬ 
tures  both  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament 
encourage  the  culture  of  vineyards.

But  the  general  and  extensive  culture  of 
the  grape  may  besome  an  evil,  because— 1. 

Wine  readily  becomes  changed,  and  may  be 
tnrned  into  a  curse.  2.  The  snpply  may  be 
greater  than  the  demand  for  lawful  uses. 

3.  The  free  and  common  use  of  pure  and 
wholesome  wine  may  increase  the  number 
who  will  use  it  when  passed  from  its  natural 
into  a  fermented  and  unwholesome  state. 

(We  say  this  may  be  so,  for  we  have  not  been 
able  to  satisfy  ourselves  of  the  actual  result, 
owing  to  the  conflicting  accounts  of  travel¬ 
lers  in  wine-making  countries.)  4.  Would 
not  the  eager  and  general  employment  of 
Christians  in  the  manufacture  of  wine,  even 
though  confined  as  far  as  possible  to  lawful 
purposes,  be  used  by  others  as  an  encour£ige 
ment  to  distillation,  and  to  the  change  of 
the  fruit  of  the  vino  into  a  curse. 

Therefore  may  it  not  become  the  Church 
in  view  of  the  easy  adulteration  of  this  gift 
of  God,  and  its  consequent  woes,  carefully 
to  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  bearing 
any  prominent  part  in  the  manufacture  of 
wine.  May  she  not  well  inquire  whether, 
in  a  land  to  whose  example  in  morals  os  weU 
as  in  government,  the  eye  of  the  world  is 
turned ;  in  an  age  when  the  evils  to  be  re¬ 
sisted  demand  the  highest  consecration  of 
the  powers  of  the  Church,  she  is  not  called 
upon  to  rise  to  a  higher  plane  of  Christian 
life  than  can  well  comport  with  this  employ¬ 
ment.  May  God  give  her  wisdom  and  grace 
according  to  her  day.  | 

We  therefore  leave  the  subject  in  the 
hands  of  the  Synod  with  the  offer  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolutions : — 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  abuses  to 
which  the  fruit  of  the  vine  is  subjected 
and  of  the  evils  growing  out  of  its  abuse, 
the  Synod  earnestly  advise  Christian  men 
within  her  pale  who  may  cultivate  vine¬ 
yards,  to  abstain  from  all  distillation,  and 
from  such  traffic  in  wine  as  will  serve  to 
subject  it  to  God’s  curse,  and  render  it  an 
evil  to  men. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed 
by  the  Synod  to  inquire  into  the  matter  of 
grape  growing  and  wine  making  within  her 
pale,  and  to  learn  the  extent  to  which  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  church  are  engaged,  and  the  use 
they  make  of  the  products  of  their  vineyards, 
and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  and  elders 
consider  the  especial  importance  of  a  bap¬ 
tism  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and  of  the  wisdom 
thereby  imparted  in  disposing  properly  of 
this  difficult  question,  and  in  leading  all 
Christians  within  our  bounds  to  know  and 
do  their  duty  in  relation  to  it. 

MINISTERIAL  EDUCATION. 

Wednesday  evening  was  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  subjects  of  ministerial 
education  and  Home  Missions. 

Rev.  Dr.  Atterbury,  spoke  at  length  upon 
the  Education  Cause.  He  said  that  of  the 
89  churches  of  the  Synod  but  16  had  con¬ 
tributed  during  the  yeeir.  Of  the  Presby¬ 
tery  of  Geneva,  6  of  the  18  ;  Steuben,  3  of 
the  18  ;  Chemung,  3  of  the  16  ;  Ithaca,  2  of 
the  7  ;  Wellsborough,  one  of  the  13  ;  Lyons, 
one  of  the  17  churches.  The  total  amount 
received  was  §522  76,  being  but  five  cents 
and  four-tenths  per  member.  The  Presby¬ 
tery  of  Geneva,  numbering  2,732  members, 
averaged  seven  cents  per  member  ;  Steuben 
six  and  a  half  cents  ;  Chemung  five  and  one- 
sixteenth  ;  Ithaca  nine  and  nine-tenths  of  a 
cent ;  Wellsborough  half  a  cent ;  Lyons 
nine-tenths  of  a  cent.  There  had  been  ap¬ 
propriated  by  the  General  Assembly’s  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  year,  $1,201  for  the  education 
of  young  men  from  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
being  $678  more  than  had  been  given  by  the 
Synod.  He  urged  that  regular  collections 
be  taken.  The  year  closes  on  November  1st. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  treasury.  The  cause 
must  be  held  up  before  the  churches.  He 
referred  to  the  work  among  the  freedmen. 

Seven  young  colored  men  are  preparing  for 
the  ministry  in  Lincoln  University,  Pa.  The 
way  to  reach  and  elevate  the  freedmen  is  by 
giving  them  an  educated  ministry.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  will  pay  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  a  student  for  a  year  at  the  above- 
named  University.  Who  will  give  that  sum 
for  such  a  noble  purpose  ?

HOME  MISSIONARY  CAUSE. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stowe  of  Canandaigua,  spoke 
with  earnestness  and  point  on  the  wants  of 
the  Great  W est.  Revivals  in  the  East  are  the 
hope  of  the  West.  Geneva  Synod,  the  mo¬ 
ther  of  Synods,  should  awake  to  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  subject.  Ten  years  of  revivals 
would  save  the  West  from  irreligion  and  Ro¬ 
manism.  He  pointed  on  the  map  to  Iowa, 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Colorado,  and  Missouri, 
and  referred  to  the  rapid  growth  of  towns 
and  cities.  The  people  cannot  wait.  They 
must  be  supplied  with  ministers.  In  a  year 
the  Pacific  Railroad  will  be  done.  In  three 
years  the  Southern  Pacific,  through  New 
Mexico  and  Arizona,  will  be  completed. 
An  immense  population  is  to  fill  the  plains 
and  valleys  of  the  Great  West.  Shall  they 
be  supplied  with  Christian  ministers  ? 
Rome  has  her  eye  upon  that  vast  field. 
The  Pope  and  his  priesthood  are  laboring  to 
obtain  a  foothold.  He  referred  to  a  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  now  building  by  the  Ro¬ 
man  Catholics  near  Dubuque.  The  build¬ 
ings  cover  four  acres.  The  grounds  owned 
by  the  Seminary  cover  3000.  Shall  Roman¬ 
ism  possess  the  land  ?  Let  us  consecrate 
ourselves  to  the  work.  Let  each  one  give  as 
he  is  able.  System  is  necessary  ;  the  poor 
give  more  than  the  rich.  He  read  a  letter 
from  a  Kansas  missionary  who  was  in  con¬ 
stant  peril  from  the  savage  Indians,  but 
who  would  not  leave  his  field  of  labor. 

The  Moderator,  Rev.  Mr.  Eaton  of  Pal¬ 
myra,  then  spoke  with  marked  earnestness 
of  the  forces  that  are  to  convert  the  world. 
The  Gospel  is  aggressive.  There  are  two 
elements — supplying  resources  and  distribu¬ 
ting  the  same.  It  is  aggressive,  progressive, 
and  protective.  Near  the  New  York  Cen¬ 
tral  Park  is  the  Reservoir  of  the  Croton 
River.  It  receives  and  then  supplies, 
through  pipes  and  conduits,  every  building 
in  the  great  city.  Christ  supplies  the  wa¬ 
ters  of  life.  The  Church  must  distribute 
them.  It  must  send  out  its  skirmish  line 
and  support  it  with  solid  infantry.  The 
seed  of  divine  truth  lodges  in  the  soul.  It 
grows  and  develops  power  enough  to  con¬ 
quer  passion,  and  render  the  soul  aggressive. 
Let  all  do  something.  None  so  busy  but 
be  or  she  can  distribute  a  religious  paper  or 
tract  once  a  mouth.  Who  does  it  once  a 
year?  Let  ns  do  something.  The  active 
piety  of  Pbebe  and  Persia  must  be  emulated. 
Individual  Christians  should  not  leave  to 
the  deacon  or  elder  the  work  of  saving 
souls.  Every  one  should  remember  that 
they  are  called  upon  to  work. 

Thursday  afternoon  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper  was  administered  by  Rev.  J. 
F.  Calkins  of  Wellsboro,  and  Rev.  R.  E. 
Wilson  of  Clyde.  The  occasion  was  one  of 
great  solemnity.  Dr.  Wisner  made  a  very 
impressive  address  just  at  the  close  of  the 
exercises. 

Shortly  after  the  Sacramental  seiwice,  the 
Synod  adjourned  to  meet  next  year  at 
Watkins.  Steuben. 

The  Romanist  Clergy  and  Planchette. 
— The  ecclesiastical  head  and  rulers  of  the 
Catholic  Church  in  St.  Louis  have  given  it 
(Planchette)  some  study,  and  a  prominent 
Catholic  clergyman  of  the  city  expressed  the 
results  of  that  study  in  an  address  which  he 
delivered  on  the  6th  inst.  before  a  society 
of  Catholic  young  men,  which  is  called  the 
“Sodality.”  He  stated  that  he  and  the 
clergy  of  the  diocese  had  been  instructed 
to  denounce  the  use  of  Planchette  in  any 
of  the  families  of  their  respective  congrega¬ 
tions  as  a  diabolical  invention,  calculated  to 
foster  superstition,  and  be  injurious  to  the 
community.  He  declared  Planchette  to  be 
an  evil  and  pernicious  instrument,  the  result 
of  the  causes  which  produced  spirit  rapping, 
table  turning,  and  other  and  kindred  prac¬ 
tices,  the  ottshoot  of  spiritualism. 

The  Rev.  gentleman  instructed  his  hear¬ 
ers  that  not  only  was  the  keeping  and  using 
of  Planchette  discountenanced  by  the  eccle¬ 
siastical  authorities,  but  was  absolutely  pro¬ 
hibited  under  the  extremest  penalties,  under 
the  penalty  even  of  excommunication,  if 
the  practice  were  indulged  in  after  one  or 
two  admonitions  to  desist  from  it. 

Among  the  members  of  the  Catholic  com¬ 
munion  excommunication  from  the  pale  of 
the  Church  is  esteemed  the  severest  ecclesi¬ 
astical  punishment ;  when,  therefore,  as  in 
the  present  instance,  anything  is  forbidden 
under  so  extreme  a  penalty,  it  is  indicative 
that  the  article  is  viewed  with  the  greatest 
disfavor  by  the  spiritual  authorities.  Be¬ 
yond  the  simple  condemnation  of  Plan¬ 
chette,  and  the  statement  that  it  savored  of 
diabolism  and  superstition,  no  other  reason 
was  assigned  for  its  iirohibition.

On  Wednesday  of  last  week  the  eleventh 
anniversary  of  this  world  famed  meeting  was 
held.  The  morning  wa«  threatening  and 
rainy,  but  the  people  began  to  gather  at  the 
Old  North  church  in  good  season,  th«  first 
comers  taking  seats  well  to  the  front  as  they 
were  directed  by  the  missionary  in  chai-ge, 
Mr.  Iiam2ihier,  whose  faith  always  antici¬ 
pates  a  crowd  and  a  good  meeting.  Many 
of  the  attendants  were  no  strangers  to  the 
jilace  ;  but  some  were,  and  these  filled  U2>  j 
the  time  with  a  curious  survey  of  the  fine 
Old  Church  they  had  heard  so  much  about. 
Doubtless  it  was  assuring.  The  massive  sol¬ 
id  walls  are  as  firm  as  ever,  and  also  the  stal¬ 
wart  wood  columns  which  jiass  through  the 
gallery  fronts  aud  bear  their  elaborately 
carved  cajiitals  against  the  vaulted  ceiling. 
One  year  more  and  the  veaerable  edifice 
will  have  stood  a  bun  Ired  years  !  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  all  who  witnessed  its  erection  and 
who.se  feet  sought  its  hospitable  aisles  when 
it  was  a  new  church  have  been  long  dead. 
Few  of  their  chiklreu  survive  even  to  this  day, 
and  fewer  still  frequent  this  ijiiritual  house. 
We  venture  the  opinion  that  not  a  half  dozen 
of  those  who  now  sit  in  its  seats  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  can  tell  whose  are  the  raised  script  ini¬ 
tials  that  are  idaced  iq^on  the  inner  side  of 
each  of  its  columns.  They  could  only  say 
that  they  stand  for  the  names  of  some  rich  or 
ambitious  burghers  who  were  willing  to  hand 
down  the  fact  of  their  liberality  in  contribut¬ 
ing  towards  its  erection  to  a  hundred  genei-a- 
tions !  And  verily  the  good  work  of  their 
hands  is  still  established,  aud  if  they  did 
anything  beside  for  the  spiritual  welfare  ot 
their  fellows,  its  influence  may  be  widening 
at  this  hour,  but  their  own  irersoual  fame 
and  name  which  they  thought  to  jierpetuate, 
are  not  once  siiokeu  in  all  these  busy  streets 
where  once  for  a  little  space  they  Lad  honor 
of  men.  But  we  would  not  censure  the  hon 
fathers  of  a  slow  age.  We  ouly  reach 
the  conclusion  th.at  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom 
to  do  good  in  one’s  own  day  and  generation, 
but  of  little  use  to  celebrate  one's  own  name 
and  deeds.  Such  renown  will  quickly  per¬ 
ish  even  though  written  high  and  in  a  secure 
place,  and  in  letters  of  brass  ! 

The  exercises  of  t'ae  anniversary  com¬ 
menced  promptly  at  twelve  o'clock,  in  the 
liresence  of  a  large  audience.  Dr.  T.  W. 
Chambers,  one  of  the  Collegiate  jiastors,  in 
the  Chair.  The  opening  hymn  was  written 
for  the  occasion  by  Thomas  Jeremiah,  and 
every  one  seemed  to  take  part  in  singing  it 
to  the  good  old  tune  of  Hamburg.  After 
reading  the  63d  Psalm,  Dr.  Chambers  made 
a  few  remarks,  in  the  coarse  of  which  he  re¬ 
ferred  somewhat  particularly  to  the 
faneous  character  of  this  Prayer-meeting. 
No  pressure  had  been  exerted  in  any  direc¬ 
tion.  The  meeting  is  what  it  is  through  the 
action  of  those  who  come  and  go  as  they 
list.  The  place  is  made  comfortable,  but 
the  Consistory  ask  no  thanks  for  this  ser¬ 
vice.  In  conclusion,  the  speaker  congi’atu- 
lated  his  hearera  that  a  meeting  for  prayer 
and  praise  had  now  for  eleven  years  been  so 
well  sustained. 

After  prayer,  the  audience  was  addressed 
by  Rev.  R.  I.  W.  Buckland,  of  the  Baptist 
church.  He  saw  the  hand  of  God  in  the 
establishment  of  this  meeting.  It  was  not 
the  offspring  of  the  revival  of  1857-8  but 
its  foreranner.  It  met  and  yet  meets  a 
real  want  of  those  who  love  the  Saviour 
in  these  streets,  and  thousands  who  have  not 
seen  it  have  had  their  faith  and  courage 
strengthened  by  it.  The  influence  of  daily 
prayer  is  widening,  aud  many  hearts  are 
asking  yet  greater  things.  Perhaps  the  way 
is  being  prepared  for  the  renewal  of  mercies 
of  ten  years  ago.  The  speaker  referred  to 
what  was  transpiring  in  Water  street,  hoping 
that  it  would  result  in  great  good,  in  spite 
of  some  objectionable  features  and  of  our 
weak  faith.  Another  original  hymn,  com¬ 
mencing, 

“  For  on«  more  year  of  prayer  and  prai  se,” 

was  sung,  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Scott,  of  the  Forty- 
second  street  Presbyterian  chui-ch,  was  in

John  L.  Jonc.s  preached  the  opening  sor- 
luon.  from  the  words,  ‘  Thy  kingdom  come.’ 

Rev.  Samuel  J.  White  was  chosen  Mode- 
nitor.  and  Rev.  Leonard  E.  Richards,  Tem¬ 
porary  Clerk. 

The  attendance  was  small  in  numbers, 
but  the  meetings  were  interesting  and  jirotit- 
[ible.  Who  that  was  present  was  not  richly  I 
repaid  ?  Did  all  the  absent  members  of 
Synod  aud  the  Sessions  that  were  not  repre- 
simted,  have  a  good  excuse  ?  What  sort  of 
couscieuces  have  our  ministers  and  elders  ? 

On  Wednesday  afternoon,  the  Rev.  S.  J. 
White  preached  from  Matt.  vii.  29,  in  iflace 
of  a  sermon  ajqiointed  on  the  ‘  History  of 
the  Synod  during  the  fifteen  years  since  its 
organization,’  which  the  Syuod  Inqiod  to 
have  heard,  but  which  circumstances  had 
prevented  from  being  jircpared.  In  the 
evening  of  the  same  day,  addre-sses  were 
delivered  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Sawtclle,  on  Edu¬ 
cation  for  the  Ministry;  Rev.  C.  K.  Me  Haig 
aud  Rev.  G.  C.  Phelps,  on  Home  Missions  ; 
Rev.  J.  L.  Jones  and  Rev.  C.  H.  De  Long, 
on  Cburch  Erection.  The  thoughts  aud 
arguments  uttered  by  the  speakers  were 
adapted  to  iusiiire  all  who  were  present 
with  new  zeal  in  prosecuting  these  great  de- 
nartmeuts  of  Church  woi'k. 

The  communion  sermon,  by  Rev.  Sumner 
Maudeville,  was  a  faithful  and  scriptural 
argument  on  the  perseverance  of  the  saints. 
The  Moderator  aud  Rev.  S.  N.  Robinson 
officiated  at  the  table. 

Rev.  Chas.  K.  McHarg  preached  by  ap¬ 
pointment  on  Thursday  evening,  on  the 
duty  of  the  ministry  and  Church  in  refer 
ence  to  the  present  discussions  upon  the 
c’uaracter  of  Christ,  in  such  works  as  Ecce 
Homo  and  Renan’s  Life  of  Jesus,  as  to  their 
tendency  to  iiromote  unbelief. 

The  Narrative  noticed  ‘an  increase  of 
liberality  in  maintaining  aud  inqiroviiig 
church  edifices,  while  three  congregations 
are  erecting  new  churches.  Four  Churches 
report  revivals  of  more  or  less  exteut,  iu 
one  the  converts  amounting  to  from  fifty  to 
sixty  persons.’  It  concludes  with  saying,— 

‘  On  the  whole,  we  as  a  Syuod  have  reason  for 
gialitiide  to,the  Great  Head  ot  the  Church 
that  amid  many  hindrances  and  abounding 
worldliness  our  ^ministers  aud  churches  are 
holding  their  ground  us  well  as  they  are. 
Confession  aud  repentance,  stronger  faith 
aud  more  fervent  zeal,  are  demanded  of  us. 
May  future  blessings  of  salvation  in  our 
congregations  show  that  they  have  been 
rendered  to  our  most  forbeaiing  and  gracious 
Lord,  and  that  they  have  not  been  in  vain.’ 

Next  year  iirominence  is  to  be  given  to 
the  Sabbath  School  work,  aud  a  gathering 
of  the  schools  adjacent  to  the  place  of  meet¬ 
ing  is  apjaointed  on  the  second  day. 

The  Synod  adjourned  to  meet  at  Sidney 
Plains,  ou  ihe  third  Tuesday  of  September, 
1869,  at  7  o’clock  P.  M. 

PresUytery  of  Chicago. — The  stated  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Presbytery  of  Chicago  occui-red 
ou  the  14th  and  15th  iiret.,  at  Hyde  Park, 
Ill.  Rev.  Albert  G.  Beebe  was  elected  Mode¬ 
rator,  and  Rev.  O.  A.  Kingsbury  temporary 
clerk.  Thirteen  of  the  nineteen  chnrches 
were  rexiresented. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  meeting  was 
the  examination  of  Mr.  H.  D.  Jenkins,  a 
graduate  of  Union  Seminary,  and  late  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Fourth  New  York  Presbytery. 

[Mr.  Jenkins  was  ordained  and  installed 
over  the  Central  church,  Joliet,  on  the  29th 
inst.,  if  the  aiTangemeuts  were  carried  out. 
New  York  Fourth  thus  has  two  of  its  former 
licentiates  (Bros.  Kingsbury  and  Jenkins) 
working  side  by  side  ou  the  western  w  all  of 
our  Zion.] 

We  also  welcomed  to  our  Presbytery  Rev. 
G.  W.  Mackie  of  the  Presbytery  of  Water- 
town,  and  Rev.  J.  S.  McConnell  of  the  U.  P. 
Presbytery  of  Chicago, — the  latter  assenting 
to  the  constitutional  questions. 

Some  attention  was  given  to  the  beneficent 
causes  of  the  Church.

It  may  yet  within  a  few  weeks  be  .saved  to 
the  interests  of  Protestantism,  if  the  men  of 
liberal  and  Christian  hearts  will  come  to  the 
rescue.  Rome  is  making  great  efforts  to 
gain  possession  of  the  South.  She  is  work- 
while  a  great  part  of  the  Protestant 
Church  is  sleeiiiug.  The  effort  shs  is  mak¬ 
ing  for  Rogersville  Female  College  is  one 
step  for  the  possession  of  the  South.  Hith¬ 
erto  the  influence  of  Rome  has  scarcely  been 
felt  in  East  Tennessee.  Hundreds  of  our 
peojfle  have  never  seen  a  Romanist.  But 
let  them  corneas  the  educators  of  our  youth, 
let  them  take  this  citadel  of  influence,  aud 
it  is  imiiossible  to  calculate  the  disastrous 
result.  We  fear  it.  We  tell  the  Protestant 
lieople  of  the  danger.  If  they  get  jiijssession 
of  this  jnoiierty  we  will  be  comiidled  iu  .self- 
defence  to  establish  a  school  el.-cwhere. 
Then  it  will  cost  us  860,000.  Now  we 
do  it  with  815,000.  We  have  available  for 
the  present  emergency  87u00.  We  need 
88000  more.  We  appeal  to  the  friends  of 
liberal  Christian  education  for  helix  What¬ 
ever  is  done  must  be  quickly  done.

I’he  Presbyterial  sermon,  on  the  subject 
of  “  The  Purposes  of  God  in  connection 
with  the  free  agency  of  man,”  by  Rev. 
Timothy  Williston,  was  a  lucul  aud  2iowerful 
presentation  of  Scri2itiu'al  truth.  It  had  the 
“  ring  ”  of  olden  time,  and  show  ed  him  to 
be  a  true  son  of  his  honored  sire,  who  iu  his 
generation  did  not  shun  to  contend  for  the 
faith  which  was  once  delivered  unto  the 
saints. 

Home  Missions,  and  NIinistebial  Edu 
cation,  received  .a  2>roniiuent  2ihice  in  the 
discussions  of  the  Presbytery.  It  was  shown 
that  the  Presbytery  contributed  almost  noth 
ing  ($81  64)  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions 
beyond  what  was  absorbed  again  by  its  own 
churches  ;  aud  that  it  was  falling  far  short 
of  raising  iq)  the  ministers  enqiloyed  on  its 
field.  Some  earnest  words  were  spoken  aud 
some  earnest  resolutions  2>iissed  iu  view  of 
these  facts  calling  to  a  more  efficient  2ii'ose- 
cutiou  of  our  work.  Here  is  a  sample  : 

Resoleed,  That  it  be  solemnly  enjoined 
upon  each  minister  having  charge  of  a  con¬ 
gregation  to  bring  this  matter  (Mome  Mis¬ 
sions)  ju'omineutly  before  his  peo2Jle,  and 
•se  his  uimost  endeavor  to  secure  a  large  in¬ 
crease  in  the  contributions  to  this  cause. 

That  it  be  especially  enjoined 
upon  those  drawing  aid  from  the  treasury  of 
our  Home  Missionary  Committee,  that  they 
seek  to  impress  U2)Ou  the  2ieo2fle  of  their 
eharge  a  sense  of  the  sucreducss  of  these 
Missionary  funJs,  and  their  obligation,  to 
the  utmost  of  their  ability,  to  25rovide  for 
their  own  suiqjort. 

The  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  was  also 
commended  as  having  “new  and  stronger 
claims  than  ever  upon  the  churches.” 

The  debate  on  Reunion  was  quite  heated, 
Dia.v  1  jjjjj  parliamentary  rules  were  so  far  forgotten 
that  the  Moderator  joined  in  it  with  the 
members.  The  Presbytery  refused  to  post¬ 
pone  a  decision  till  the  Spring  session  by  the 
Moderator’s  vote.  The  question  being  thus 
2iressed  to  an  issue,  two  members  asked  to  be 
excused  from  voting,  as  they  were  not  yet 
prepared  to  say  aye  or  no.  This  also  being 
refused  they  cast  their  votes  with  the  ma 
jority,  and  the  basis  was  accepted  by  eight  to 
three. 

The  church  of  Rensselaerville,  encouraged 
by  the  2iresence  once  more  of  a  resident 
ministry,  seems  to  have  taken  a  new  lease  of 
life.  They  are  lending  all  their  energies 
to  the  work  of  renovating  their  house  of 
worship,  and  if  it  is  not  filled,  when  they 
complete  wliat  they  have  begun,  it  will  not 
he  owing  to  the  want  of  a  neat  aud  attractive 
edifice.  We  were  happy  to  loarn  that  they 
have  a  growing  congregation.  Clerk. 

The  Second  Annual  Conrention  of  the 
Y^oiing  Men’s  Christian  Associations  of  New 
Jersey  will  be  held  at  Trenton  on  the  8th 
aud  9th  of  October.  Christian  young  men 
from  towns  in  the  State  in  which  associa¬ 
tions  do  not  exist,  are  earnestly  and  cordial¬ 
ly  invited  to  be  2>i'esent.  The  invitation  is 
also  extended  to  members  of  associations  iu 
neighboring  States. 

The  Central  Association  has  just  been 
formed  at  a  Convention  of  Congregational 
pastors  aud  friends  of  the  movement  held 
in  Homer,  N.  Y.  The  following  churches 
united  in  its  formation  :  Homer,  Plymouth 
(of  Syracuse),  Apulia,  Groton,  West  Gro¬ 
ton,  Lisle,  aud  Union  Valley.  Five  other 
chnrches  were  re25rcseuted,  aud  these  vol¬ 
unteer  delegates  ex2iressed  their  hearty  sym- 
2iatby  with  the  movement  ;  but  were  not 
yet  quite  ready  or  authorized  to  unite  with 
the  new  Congregational  Presbytery.  A  con¬ 
stitution  was  adopted,  Dr.  Holbrook  was 
chosen  Moderator,  and  Rev.  J.  C.  Taylor, 
Registrar  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  next 
regular  meetiug  will  be  held  at  A2Hilia  iu 
December. 

The  brethren  adjourned  to  meet  in  Homer, 
October  20lh,  at  the  meeting  of  the  State 
Association,  when  the  questions  touching 
the  establishment  of  a  Theological  Semina¬ 
ry,  aud  a  fifty  cent  weekly — at  Syracuse — 
will  he  considered. 

The  Earthquake  Safferers.— At  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  El  Cronis/a,  the  Spanish  newspaper 
published  in  this  city,  and  with  the  earnest 
approval  of  the  Peruvian  minister  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  a  relief  fund  subscription,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  sufferers  by  the  recent  terrible 
earthquakes  in  South  America,  has  been 
opened  at  the  banking  house  of  Messrs.  Gal- 
wey  &  Cassado,  104  Pearl  street. 

Boston  had  69,121  names  in  its  directory 
in  1867.  Roxbury  has  since  been  added, 
giving  the  directory  for  1868,  just  publish¬ 
ed,  80,251.  The  inhabitants  added  by  the 
annexation  of  Roxbury  we  26,417.  The 
2ireseut  population  of  Boston  is  220,750. 
When  all  the  cities  aud  towns  are  annexed 
to  Boston  that  have  2iro2iosed  the  matter,  or 
that  are  likely  to  be  during  the  coming 
years,  the  city  will  contain  500,000  souls.

The  National  Labor  Congress  opened  its 
second  session  iu  this  city  ou  the  21st.  The 
objects  of  the  Congress  are  set  forth  to  be, 
“  to  institute  reforms,  and  to  carry  out  those 
already  instituted,  in  the  interests  of  the 
working  masses,  and,  by  establishing  recip¬ 
rocal  relations  between  their  organizations, 
unite  them  in  a  common  effort  to  protect 
themselves,  and  to  keep  back  the  encroach¬ 
ments  of  centralized  wealth  npon  the  rights 
of  labor,  and  to  secure  legislation  that  will 
improve  their  condition  and  advance  them 
in  the  scale  or  xnosperity  and  intelligence.” 
A  woman’s  delegation,  consisting  of  Miss 
Snsan  B.  Anthony,  Mrs.  M.  K.  Putnam,  and 
Mrs.  H.  M.  McDonald,  was  present,  and  was 
admitted  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials.  Mr.  J.  C.  C.  Whaley  of  Wash¬ 
ington,  President,  in  his  address  touched 
upon  the  subject  ot  female  labor  as  one  of 
great  importance,  the  depressing  influence 
of  which,  as  now  constituted,  was  widely  felt 
by  the  men.  He  desired  to  see  all  injustice 
removed,  aud  government  ought  to  set  the 
examiile  of  equal  compensation.  Further  on 
he  recommended  that  “in  no  instance  should 
the  identity  of  the  organization  be  lost,  or 
in  other  words,  merged  into  any  political 
party  ;  but  moving  from  the  Trades’  xVssem- 
Idies  in  this  or  that  direction,  according  as 
this  or  that  party  is  sustaining  your  princi¬ 
ples,  by  allying  yourselves  with  them,  you 
can  generally  manage  to  secure  the  election 
iu  your  favor.”  Alter  the  adjournment,  the 
delegates  from  New  York  called  a  meeting  to 
take  action  on  the  “  obnoxious  laws,”  which 
are  said  to  2>rohibit  the  organization  of  all 
such  Associations  as  Trades’  Unions. 

On  the  second  day,  Mr.  A.  L.  Hine,  of 
Ohio,  presented  some  tabular  statements  in¬ 
tended  to  prove  that  all  the  t.ixes  are  paid 
by  the  poor,  directly  or  indirectly.  He 
.seems  to  labor  under  the  old  aud  wrong  im- 
2)ression  that  legislation  can  supply  the  place 
of  business  talent,  and  industry. 

On  Wednesday  the  report  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  ou  cooperation,  and  which  held  np  this 
princqfle  as  one  of  the  most  powerful  aud 
heueficent  agents  for  the  elevation  of  la¬ 
bor,  was  discnsseil.  During  the  debate  one 
delegate  said  that  he  knew  a  workingwoman 
who,  during  the  war,  made  army  shirts  at

General,  and  requ  est  of  him,  in  the  name  of 
the  workingmen  of  the  United  States,  his 
official  construction  of  the  Eight  Hour  law, 
and  that  in  case  of  his  indorsement  of  Gen. 
Schofield’s  position,  that  they  be  further  re¬ 
quested  to  wait  on  the  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  presenting  the  same,  and  request  him 
to  insert  a  clause  which  can  admit  of  no  mis¬ 
construction. 

The  platform  finally  adopted  attacks  the 
system  of  National  Banks,  declares  strongly 
in  favor  of  the  wide  distribution  of  the  iiiib- 
lic  domain,  and  of  the  means  of  education  ;

New  Mexico. — Advices  from  California 
coLtain  late  intelligence  from  the  region  of 
New  Mexico.  In  Sonora  and  Sinaloa  the 
annexation  feeling  is  quite  strong  among  the 
intelligent  classes.  The  government  is  or¬ 
ganizing  its  forces  in  the  States  of  Guadala¬ 
jara,  Diirang,  and  Sinaloa,  with  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  attacking  Gen.  Lagoda  at  Lepere  as 
soon  as  the  dry  season  permits.  Gen.  Lago¬ 
da  is  also  making  extensive  preparations  to 
resist  the  government  forces. 

A  Tebrible  Catastrophe.— As  the  funeral 
procession  of  Mrs.  Carr  was  crossing  the  Erie 
Railway,  near  Elmira,  one  day  last  week,  the 
Rochester  express  came  along,  frightening 
the  horse  of  Mr.  Carr.  Mrs.  Drake,  a  sister 
of  the  deceased,  was  thrown  on  the  track 
and  had  both  her  feet  cut  oflf  by  the  passing 
train,  A  child  of  the  deceased  was  also  run 
over  and  literally  cut  to  pieces. 

The  Release  of  Surkatt. — Among  the 
notable  trials  of  the  present  day  is  that  of 
John  H.  Sunatt,  who  is  generally  supposed 
to  be  one  of  the  coiisiiirators  against  the  life 
of  our  late  President.  He  has  escaiied  the 
punishment  which  there  is  much  reason  to 
believe  he  deserves,  and  been  discharged, 
not  on  the  merits  of  his  case,  but  upon  a 
technical  quibble — because 'he  was  not  in¬ 
dicted  wilhm  a  certain  limited  time,  as  jaro- 
videu  for  by  an  Act  of  Congress,  which 
dates  as  far  back  as  1779, 

Surratt  was  oiigiiially  held  on  two  indict¬ 
ments,  one  for  murder,  and  the  other  for 
cousfjiracy.  After  having  been  tried  on  the 
first,  the  jury  not  agreeing,  it  was  conclud¬ 
ed,  last  week,  to  abandon  the  charge  of  mur¬ 
der,  and  test  the  conspiracy  case.  It  turns 
up  now  that  this  indictment  was  not  found 
within  two  years  after  the  offence  was  com¬ 
mitted,  and  is  therefore  of  no  value.  The 
Judge  thereupon  discharges  him.  It  would 
seem  to  the  casual  observer  that  the  lawyers 
ought  to  have  understood  all  this  before. 

He  and  his  trial  have  cost  the  Government 
a  great  deal  of  money,  and  the  public  no 
little  anxiety  and  suspense.  After  the  as¬ 
sassination,  Surratt  managed  to  escape  from 
the  country,  and  going  to  the  Papal  States 
enlisted  in  the  Pope’s  army.  Here  he  was 
recognized  by  St.  Marie,  who,  to  procure  the 
reward  oftered  by  our  Goveniment,  denounc¬ 
ed  the  fugitive.  He  was  arrested,  but  by  a 
bold  and  almost  reckless  leaf)  from  his  pris¬ 
on  window  escaped.  Captured  again,  he 
was  brought  to  this  country  in  a  national 
vessel,  and  the  above  is  the  lame  and  impo¬ 
tent  result. 

The  Japanese  Commissioners  sent  to  tbe 
United  States  to  purchase  vessels  of  war, 
and  who  recently  returned  to  Japan  in  the 
ram  Sloneicall  Jackson,  have  fled  to  San 
Francisco,  it  being  unsafe  for  them  to  re¬ 
main  in  Yokohama  during  the  present  po¬ 
litical  disturbances.  The  authorities  of  the 
Southern  faction  have  threatened  to  elecapi- 
tate  them  if  captured. 

The  Red  River.  —  The  distress  in  Red 
River  Settlement  must  be  appalling.  That 
country  is  celebrated  for  grain  crops,  but 
these  have  been  entirely;  destroyed  this  year 
by  the  grasshopper,  which  also  has  greatly 
injured  the  pastures.  The  buflalo  hunt  has 
failed,  and  nothing  less  than  starvation  stares 
the  inhabitants  in  the  face.  Add  to  this  that 
sufiplies  of  food  cannot  be  procured  nearer 
than  500  miles,  and  we  see  at  once  the  ex¬ 
treme  and  urgent  need  for  help.  It  is  a 
question,  indeed,  whether  the  population  of 
that  settlement  should  not  go  to  tbe  food  as 
they  have  had  to  do  on  former  occasions,  in¬ 
stead  of  sending  the  food  to  them.  The  his¬ 
tory  of  this  Red  River  Settlement  shows  the 
great  inconvenience  of  going  far  ahead  of 
civilization  with  an  isolated  settlement. — 
Montreal  Witness. 

New  Fire  Signals. — A  general  order  has 
just  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  of  the  Fire  Department,  establish¬ 
ing  a  new  code  of  signal  stations.  This  code 
will  come  into  effect  on  Oct.  15th,  and  is 
much  simpler  than  the  old  code,  which  had 
no  regularity  in  it.  Stations  will  be  ntun-
